The Journey had to be accom- 
plished on foot, over rough lava beds 
Her people pleaded wlih hVr to give up 
ihe plan, but when, strong In her new 
faith, she would not. eighty of them 
decided to go with her. Journevlng. 
she waa stopped again and .giin. as 
her people Implored her not to risk 
Pele's anger, but she said, simply: If 
j am destroyed, you may all believe 
In Pele; but If I am not. then you all 
must turn to the true God."

The t'nlted states has no maximum 
tariff. The only tariff It has Is the 
minimum— that Is to say. the kIukIc 
at- of duties adopted in 1*!»7. as ade- 
quate for the protection of American 
labor and industry. 

All the countries which have adopt- 
ed a dun) tariff have created maxi- 
mum rates for trading puri>oses. They 
make their tariff duties higher than 
normal by from 2i to 100 per cent . in 
sttder that they have something to 
dicker with. After they have msde 
concession* for the sake of sdvantaKcs 
to be ualned In exinirt markets their 
tariff rates are only broiiKht hack to 
the normal. There has been no real 
reduction. 

The I nited S'ales cannot play thl* 
game of marking up and marking down 
tariff* under our existing Inrlff sys- 
tem. It ha* nothing but minimum tar 
Iff to o|ierat» with: it has nothing 
to swaji. Therefore, say the "reci- 
procity" people, let us Install a dual 
tariff system, a saaximuru and a min- 
imum 

Rlchi here would come in the ques- 
tion of the vital distinction between 
a maximum and minimum tariff and 
a minimum and maximum tariff. If 
the existing schedules are to bo the 
maximum from which reductions may 
be made In favor of lm|iorts from 
countries which grant to our exports 
their lowest tariff rates, that I* one 
thing. If, however, the existing acli 1 
MM sre to be held aa the minimum, 
to bo Increased as against lmi>orta 
frem countries refusing to grant to 
our exports their lowest rates, that 
Is another and a vary different thing 

In the first rase supposed- -msxl 
mum nnd minimum— we should hsve 
a continually changing and unMable 
■ystem of tariff duties The producer 
who today operates under a 60 tier 
ceut. ad valorem duty, whlrh insures 
Ma market, snd under that duty rate 
contracts a year ahend for his labor 
•nd raw materials, may tomorrow, or 
next week, or next month, find that 
••by executive authority." conferred by- 
act of congress, the duty rate has 
been reduced 20 per cent . and is now 
il) per cent ad valorem instead of 60 
per cent. That would amount to a 
net reduction of ten | er rent, in tho 
selling price of his product. Of course 
he rould not continue to psy the same 
rate of wagi s and the same prices for 
raw materials. He must shut down 
his works, lay off his work people, and 
stop buying raw materials, or else 
reduce wages. 

We are not now arguing for the reten 
tlon of the existing tariff schedules 
That Is not the question What we are 
endeavoring to make clear is the fact 
that under a maximum snd minimum 
tariff system a stable condition of 
rates of duty would become impos 
sible. Therefore, we say. If we are to 
hare a dual tariff at all—and Tery 
probably we must have two sets of 
schedules If we are to be prepared to 
punish countries discriminating unfair 
ly against our exports— we should have 
a minimum and maximum, and not a 
maximum und minimum tariff. 

Whatever may bo our schedule of 
duty rstes— whether the present Ding 
ley rates or lower rates or higher rates 
— that schedule of rrtes should be the 
minimum, the Irreducible minimum. 

The Interests alike of production

Ihe flowering and when the capsule 
hursts It la hurled a considerable dis- 
tance 

The witch hard Is found in low 
woods from Nova Scotia to Manitoba, 
extending its range aa fai south as 
• loridu and Texas. Many supersti- 
tions are connected with it. lly Its 
help hidden springs of water, con- 
cealed treasure and rich ores are said 
to have been discovered Ita magic 
power la doubtless Imaginary, but 
from Its bark aud leaves distilled In 
alcohol a fluid extract Is made with 
remarkable soothing and healing prop- 
erties. 

MAKING ICE AT HOME. 

How It Can Be Done During the 
Severe Cold Weather. 

Secure severnl vessels with flurin.; 
sides like tuba, hair barrels or lurgo 
palls and clean them thoroughly. Then 
when the lirat severe freezing wea- 
ther sets In place these veasela. Oiled 
with clean well water to a depth ol 
one foot In ex|a>sed places. One or 
two nights of freextng will coi 
water Into a solid cake of 
about 20 tuba will mime a U>n. 

To secure clear ice stir the water 
vigorously ror a while berore allow- 
In? to frcetes to cause the air to 
lonve It. When 'frown solid set the 
tub for a moment In some boiling wat- 
er and tho cake can be removed eas 
lly. I'lace these blocks Into storage 
at oneo and refill the tubs. A few 
days of tero weather will in this way 
provide several tons of good Ice. Four 
or five tons will supply an average 
family for the entire summer. 

If you have no good lee house. Farm 
and Home Htiggesta the Inclosing or a 
storage bin In the corner or the barn, i 
Itulld a box on the north side of tho ! 
barn and protect It with a good Inyer 
of straw or hay. Provide for drainage ! 
and ventilation with an opening for 
removing the Ice at the top. A space 
ten feet each way will hold eight to 
ten tont. Pack well In sawdust and 
oover tho whole with a pile of hay and 
you will have Ice all summer.

Planning for a Year of School. 

PERSONAL EXPENSES for clothing, laundry, postage, books, etcv, 
vary with different people. Berea favors plain clothing. Our climata 
is the best, but as students must attend classes regardless pi the 
weather, warm wraps and underclothing, umbrellas and overshoes; are 
necessary. The Co-operative Store furnishes books, toilet articles, 
work uniforms, umbrellas and other necessary articles at cost. 

LIVING EXPENSES are really below cost. The College asks no 
rent for tbefine buildings in which students live, charging only enough 
roomrent to pay (or cleaning, repairs, fuel, lights, and washing of 
bedding and towels. For table board, without coffee or extras, |i-35 
a week in the fall, and 1 1.50 in winter. 

SCHOOL FEES are two. First a "Dollar Deftit," aa guarantee 
for return of room key, library books, etc 

Second an "Incidental Fee" to help on expenses for care of school 
buildings, hospital, library, etc (Students pay nothing for tuition or 
services of teachers — all our instruction is a free gift). The Incidental 
Fee for most students is 15.00 a term ($4.00 in lower Model Schools, 
(6.00 in courses with Latin, and I7. 00 in Collegiate courses). 

ADVANCE PAYMENT, for school fees, board and furnished room, 
for fall term, 14 weeks, (Incidental Fee J5.00; dollar deposit to be re- 
turned at end of term) $30.00. 

Those who do not pay all in advance must pay aa follows: Inci- 
dental Fee (no refunding) and roomrent for term, board for five weeks 
in advance, making, with dollar deposit: Payment for first day, I18.35; 
35th day, >6.75; 70th day, 15.4a 

OUR SCHOOL IS LIKE A FAMILY, with careful regulations to 
protect the character and reputation of the young people. Our stu- 
dents come from the best families and are earnest to do well and im- 
prove. For any who may be sick the College provides doctor and 
nurse without extra charge. 

All except those with parents in Berea live in College buildings, 
and assist in work of boarding ball, farm and shops, receiving valuable 
training, and getting pay according to the value of their labor. Ex- 
cept in winter it is expected that all will have a chance to e»rn as much 
as 35 cents a week. Some who need to earn more may, by writing to 
the Secretary before coming, secure extra employment so as to 
from 50 cents to one dollar a week.

Mutton Cropg — (Both Kabe and Well wine) A pound or epiart of oats 
1 corn fed duly to sheep will lie found a good ration where hay is scarce 
,joor in quality. 

.Vii..»her go d ration can be found in feeding plenty of clover hay with 
-ul two gill* vi corn per head daily 

Corn aho lid always be carefully fed to sheep, aa it is liable to cause 
■ja to be fer rish. 

As yeaning time approaches, the grain ration should be dropped and 
u full supply of bright clover hay given. 

The breedit g ewes must be kept up in strong, thrifty condition, but 
iot allowed to b -orae overfat or feverish. 

Turnips, us ell as sugar beets, should be liberally fed. Corn stalks 
ieu cut and c .ed bright before frost are much relished by sheep. 

See that t.:a pens are free from drafta, but lie sure to have good ventil 
• .1. 

A close, atuffy pen is fatal to sheep. Drafts are also fatal. 
They shoul 1 have the run of a good, clean yard, but should lie kept in 
luring cold storms. 

The feeding racks should be cleaned after every feeding, as the sheep 
•ver relish bdOBt that has been breuthud on. A! way- h'ave a good clean 
pply of watu:. 

Winter Eg^s-How To Get Them. -When pullets intended for w,n 
I ing are put in their winter quarters, aee that there are no drafts, 
.e floors a-e dry, and that the houses may be well ventilated from 
•' >uth rather than from the north or west. 

An excellent plan for insuring warmth is to have heavy curtains around I 
3 roosts, and when the nights are very chilly let tbet<e curtains down,

FIVE INDICTMENTS ARE RETURNED. 



Political Leader and Chief Executive 
of Golden Gat* City Are Charged 
With Extortion. 

San Francisco, Nov. 16. — Mayor Eu- 
gene E S< limit/, of Uil* city, and hi* 
political adviser. Abe Ruef. were lu- 
dieted by tho grand Jury on the charge 
of extortion. The indictments were 
based on the charge* made by French 
reatauraut keepers to the effect that 
Ruer and tha mayor conspired to ex- 
tort money rrom them ror the purpose 
or protection rrom police Interference. 

Five separata true bill* were pre- 
sented against the chief executive and 
his adviser. The Indictments charge 
thai oo different occasion* Ruef and 
Schmltz compelled tha payment or 
sums ranging from fl.OOo to $1,17' 
from each ot tha Individual restaurant 
men who needed protection ror their 
lesort* Mayor Schmltz and Huer ure 
made co-defendant* in all of the In- 
dictment* In which thay are Jointly 
charged. 

The grand Jury made Its report be- 
fore Judge Muraakey, and hi* honor 
fixed the ball on each Indictment at 
$10,000. Ruer was taken into custody, 
but his bondsmen were promptly on 
hand and he waa released 
positing $S0.000 

Mayor Schmltz is on the Atlantic 
ocean cn route to New York. A war- 
rant await* him on his arrival on 
American aoll. 

A previous grand Jury Investigated 
the matter, but was unable to get le- 
gal proof of extortion. It remained 
for Francis J Henry, the brilliant at 
torney. and Secret Service Agent 
Wm. Burns to elicit the needed In 
formation that others had railed lo 

Attorney Henry asserts that the In- 
dlctmenta returned are but a starter 
In the campaign thai ho is making 
against gran. He state* that be hope* 
to Indict other officials of the Schmlu 
administration. 

The grand Jury will resume It* la- 
bors and It Is expected that further 
true bill* will be presented aga'nst 
the mayor, his advisers and their po- 
litical rollower*. 

Following is a copy or one of tha 
five Indictments presented: 

According to the Indictments Ilitef 
and Schmltz on the lath of January. 
19ol. extorted $1,170 rrom Tony Blan 
co, o/ the Poodle Doa. and on Febru 
ary i or th« same vear they rorced 
him to give up $l,non more. The thlid 
indictment Is based on the extortion 
or $1,175 rrom the proprietors of Mar 
rhand's restaurant. They are charged 
with demanding and receiving oil the 
same day $l,17."> rrom the proprietor* 
of Deltuonlro's restaurant. It I* 
charged that on February fi IhwJ 
forced these same men to yield $1 om 
by threatening lo take aw a) their llq 
uor license*.

FOR THE FIRST TIME IS AN AMER 
ICAN PRESIDENT. 



Roo*evelt Now at Colon on the Lowlct- 
ana— Received For th* Republic 
By Panama Executive. 

Colon, Nov. 15.— The first trip of aa 
American president outside of th* 
boundaries of the Cnited State* was 
successfully concluded when the bat- 
tleship Louisiana, having on board 
President Roosevelt and his party, 
diopped anchor In Die harbor of Colon. 
The Ixiulslanu, which arrived ahead 
of schedule time, was convoyed by CT-J 
Tennessee and the Washington, and 
the three vessels anchored about a 
mile from the dock during a heavy 
rainfall. 

Owing to the fart that the Ixwlsl 
ana arrived ahead of time neither 
President Amadoi, of Panama, not 
Chairman Shonts wa* on hand to wel 
rome President Roosevelt. They left 
Panama In a special train for Colon 
and later boarded the Louisiana and 
extended a cordial greeting lo Amerl 
ca's enter executive. 

In President Amador's party, besides 
Mr Shonta, were Chler Engineer Ste. 
vena and Executive Secretary Reed, of 
the commission, and Mr. Squler*, th* 
American minister to Panama. 

President Roosevelt received the lo- 
cal newspaper correspondents on 
board the Louisiana 

He said lhat his voyage had been 
pleasant and uneventful and expres* 
ed himself as gratified at the welcom* 
which the citizens of the Isthmu* ar« 
preparing lor him when he land*. 

He »tated that he proposed to look 
into Ihe Jamaican labor questions, and 
also Intended to see everything possl 
ble concerning the canal. 

Extensive precaution* have been 
taken lo protect President Roosevelt 
during hi* visit on the Isthmus, and 
It la reported a number of known an 
archists have been arrested here 01 
at Panama 

All steamers arriving at the lathmui 
are Inspected, and *u*plclous < tin: al- 
tera hare been Imprisoned and will be 
held In custody until President Roose- 
velt depart*. 

President Roosevelt will begin hi* 
tour of Inspection and an extenaiv* 
program of official entertainment* ha* 
been prepared. 

The party will leave Colon on a slow 
train in order to give them an oppor- 
tunity to see the canal work*. 

The presidential train, after passln$ 
through the zone, will go to I.a Boca 
where President Roosevelt will Inspect 
the Paelflc entrance to the canal. At 
Panama President Amador and hi> 
party will separate from President 
Roosevelt and his party. 

The latter will cruise in Panama 
bay, Inspecting the various Islands 
and probably landing at Taboga to ex 
amine the sanllorlums erected by th«. 
isthmus canal commission.

Their rontc* were over sections of 
country whove atage road* had not 
been opened, sometlmea extending for 
many miles, and sometime* serving 
only as connecting links between lines 
already established. 

Some of these riders were young 
men for such a responsible duty, you 
might think, but they had lieen brought 
up In the country, had taken part In 
Its adventures, dangers and trials, and 
at eighteen or twenty years of age 
were as manly, courageous and saga- 
cious on the trail as you would ex- 
pect men of fm ty to be. 

The lives of these mail-carriers 
were full of adventure. The country 
through which they rode was wild 
and unsettled, and encounters wl'.h 
Indians, wild beasts and desjiersdo 
highwaymen were frequent. 

One of the pluckiest riders was lit- 
tle Sam Dudley. He was only eight- 
een years old, and lata build waa 
almost as slight as a woman's, but 
the strongest man couldn't stand fa- 
tigue any better than Sam. He Keemcd 
to be made up of st«p| and team 

Sam had a route that was part lea- • 
larly d. ngeious, as it lay in a region 
where bands of Shoshone Indiana 
were always prowling ubout. War- 
path or no war-path, they robbed and 
butchered white men whenever they 
round them at a disadvantage, and 
when pursued by parties sent ont to 



each other, the Indians stopped, 
guns In tbvir handa. Sain stopped] 
also and unslung his rllle. Perhaps) 
at this distance he might prove to bs) 
the better shot and pick off one or 
two of them If their bullets missed 
him. Anyway, he much preferred to 
flght with 200 yards between them and 
ho resolved to move no farther, but 
wait for developments. 

Meanwhile the Indians conferred 
with each other for a few minutes and 
one of them signed for him to come 
on. He promptly signed that he 
wouldn't do IL 

At this the redskins started toward 
him. voiding up their hands in token 
of friendship But Sam was too shrewd 
to be caught In such a trap— he knew 
them too well. His reply was a shot 
from his rifle, and one of the Indians 
tumbled off his horse. 

The other two Immediately fired at 
him. their balls whistling harmlessly 
by him. but. nevertheless, Sam fell 
'mm bis pony to the ground, and lay 
still In the long grass. The pony stood 
like a rock, for Sam had thrown tho 
reins over bis bead. 

All this time bis enemies were gal- 
loping rspidly toward him. Another 
shot from them would no doubt bave 
finished him — he dared not risk.

He had already had adventures with 
them, in which his escapes had been 
little less than marvelous, and It was 
while he was telling me about one or 
• hem that we heard shouts outside his 
cabin, rollowed by the sound or a 
h.M.-e feet at a rapid gallop. 

Every one hurried out nnd saw a 
sight that was by no means uncom- 
mon In such a country. A young rel- 
low. apparently a mere boy in years, 
was riding toward the ataiion on a 
dark-bay mustang. 

Ills buckskin clothes were eo'.led 
nnd bloody, and bis left arm hung limp 
and useless at his side. His right 
hand grasped the long black hair of 
an Indian's scalp, which he awung 
round and round above his head The 
reinB lay upon the pony's neck, but 
the beast knew his stopping place and 
needed no guiding. In a rainuto more 
he had halted and all anxioualy ap- 
proached the rider. 

It waa Sam Dudley, the young mail- 
carrier, pale and weak from wouuda 
and loss of blood He was helped oil 
Ihe pony's back, but ralnted before he 
got into the agent 'a cabin. The mail 
pouch was safe, however. 

Sam was not long coming to hlm- 
*eir again His left arm was broken 
above the elbow by a rifle ball and 
another ball bad entered his chest 
near the left shoulder. Neither wound 
was dangerous. 

About Ave miles from San Juan, as 
he was Jogging along at an easy pace 
aver a stretch of tableland, he saw 
three mounted Indians some distance 
ihend of hltn. They wero coming rrom 
in easterly direction and their course 
would Intersect his almost at right 
angles. They evidently saw him and 
ne had no doubt they would attack 
him; that was what they were there 
for.

So he determined to go ahead and 
rust to his usual good luck either to 
mtriin or outwit them. Without 
ilackciiln:; speed be rode on toward 
them-. He waa armed, of course. A 
cneatlng rifle was slung across his 
>a<k and a revolver and a knife were 
.tuck In his belt. 
When thry *NRS within 100 yards of 



shoulders, took deliberate aim at the 
foremost Indian not 200 feel away, 
and fired. 

The savage fell, and another rider- 
less horse went bounding orer the) 
plain. Quick as lightning 8am flred 
again, this time at his last 
foe, and horse and 
dropped. 

Exulting In his easy rictory. the 
gallant young fellow leaped to hia 
feet— to see the third Indian not dead, 
as he thought but running toward 
him. gun at the ready. His 
been shot, but he was unhurt 

Sam was astounded. He 
a victor after all: on the contrary, 
now faced hia greatest peril, 
flashed upon him as the 
stopiied. raised his gun and fired 

A sharp, quick spasm of pain 
through Sam's left arm. and It fell 
helpless to his side— the bull had 
shattered it. This made him drop hla 
rifle to the ground, but hla coolness 
nnd courage did not leave him. The 
gun had not fairly touched the 
before he had drawn his revolver 
taken aim at the savage, but the lat- 
ter was equally quick with bis 
The two reports rang out aa one. 
both men fell. 

Dudley was shot In tho chest 
the left shoulder, and the 
dropped him. He did not lose con- 
sciousness, however, and soon rose to 
his feet ready to renew the flght. Bui 
this was not necessary. His last 
had been fired from a 
twenty paces, and it had 1 
home. 

The third and last foe was dead. 

Forgetting his wounds— thinking; 
only of his triumph over his would-be 
murderers, he whipped out his knife 
and took the scalp of tho Indian be 
had Just killed Then mounting his 
pony, he dashed off toward San Juan.
